belongs to Chili, Interest 
in the island was recently . 
revived by the report that a 
German cruiser squadron 
has used it as a base, thus., 
violating the neutrality o£ 
ChitL The story of "Robin- 
son Crusoe/' which so de- 
lights children,, was based . 
on the adventures of a 
Scotch sailor, who was left . 
rohintary exile for some years 
: largest island of the group. A . 
deal of it is purely imaginary.
